THE STATE OF New HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said Siate, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


. You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in 
said town, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


ArTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money As may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for same. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will vote to raise any 
more money for the repairs of highways than the law re- 
quires. 


ARTICLE 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the town treasurer to hire, with the approval of the select- 
men, such sums of money as he may need for general pur- 
poses, in anticipation of taxes. Z 


ARTICLE 6. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of one hundred dollars ($100), or any part 
thereof, for the use of Washington Council, No. 11, Jr. 
O. U. A. M., to be expended in the observance of Meckonial 
Day in the year 1917. 
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ARTICLE 7. By request. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise, above the amount required by law, 
for the support of the Salem Free Public Library for the 
year 1917. 


ARTICLE 8. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
appropriate four thousand dollars ($4,000) from the treas- 
ury of Salem Water Board, for the purpose of purchasing 
water bonds due June, 1917. 


ARTICLE 9. By request. To see what method the town 
will vote to adopt to facilitate the collection of taxes. 


ARTICLE 10. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of two hundred dollars ($200), or any part 
thereof, for the purpose of setting out shade trees on Rock- 
ingham Road between Salem Depot and Hampshire Roads. 


ARTICLE 11. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to abolish the Salem Water Board and have the selectmen 
act as water commissioners and appoint a superintendent to 
have charge of the water works and report to the selectmen 
monthly. 


ARTICLE 12. By request. To see if the town will grant 
the use of the upper room in the town hall to the Boy Scouts 
and Camp Fire Girls for gymnastic purposes, the selectmen 
to make proper restrictions.

There has been a few complaints during the year regard- 
ing unsanitary conditions and where investigation has 
shown the complaint to have been justified, such conditions 
have been remedied. 

Samples of water from wells and from the town supply 
have been sent to Concord at various times during the year 
for analysis.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Salem: 


I have the honor to submit my fifth annual report, the 
thirteenth in the series of superintendent’s reports. 

The close relation to the school work, through personal 
conference with the superintendent and the regular monthly 
meetings, make this report less necessary to the School 
Board than to the citizens and for purposes of public record. 

Even the least optimistic observer of our schools can find 
encouragement in the work of the past year. In material 
equipment we have improved. The four rooms of the Depot 
school are completely equipped and full of pupils, the enroll- 
ment being as follows: primary room, 45; second primary 
room, 45; intermediate room, 31; and grammar room, 33. 
The employment of a special teacher for cooking and sew- 
ing, whose remaining time can be devoted to regular work, 
has enabled us to do more for the backward pupil than ever 
before. 

The special appropriation granted last spring has enabled 
the Number 4, or North Salem village school, to be greatly 
improved as to light, heat and other sanitary arrangements. 
Not all of the appropriation was expended and a little more 
should be added to the balance in order that at least two. 
more schools may receive like improvements. 

We had the usual number of changes in our teaching force, 
losing some teachers whose places were hard to fill. Our 
teaching corps cannot remain at its present efficiency unless 
increases in salaries are made. No change in the maximum 
salary has been made for eight years, while expenses have 
increased enormously. 

It is with regret that I announce the resignation, because 
of ill health, of our music master, Mr. William E. Hartwell. 
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I have never met a more enthusiastic, faithful teacher. 
Rain or shine he always made his trips and the teachers 
could almost set their clocks by his arrival and departure. 
The moment he entered the schoolroom he was at work 
and remained at work until the last moment of his visit. 
The results he accomplished in school chorus work the 
public, who have attended our graduations, well know. 
Salem meets with a distinct loss in his retirement. 
Whooping-cough badly broke up the Depot school during 
the winter and early part of the spring terms. This is one 
of the worst diseases that can enter a school, since it is so 
contagious among the younger children, and, even if it 
runs only its natural course, causes a great loss of time. 
This accounts for the unusual number of repeating pupils 
in the first grade. The percentage of attendance for the 
whole town was higher than for the year 1915 by 3 per » 
cent. This is noteworthy, since the storms of last winter 
were severe. The total number of tardy marks for the 
district was 630. Number 10 school was notably lax in this 
respect, having an average enrollment of 18 pupils, or 5 
per cent. of the entire town, while the tardy marks were 
199, or 31 per cent. of the whole number. One family was 
responsible for about one sixth of the tardy marks of the 
whole town. Number 9 school, taught by Miss Getchell, 
reported over 99 per cent. of attendance for this last fall 
term and no tardy marks, while Number 10 school reported 
only 92 per cent. of attendance and 47 tardy marks. I cite 
this case to show that a whole school, and even an entire 
town, suffers through the negligence or lack of co-operation 
of a few families. 
Seventeen pupils graduated last June and ten of these 
- are continuing their school work elsewhere; 100 per cent. 
ought to be in high school, and might be, if the district 
provided the facilities. I can only repeat what I have 
before stated, that the greatest educational need of this 
town is its own high school. It is now not only an educa- 
tional proposition but a business one. Note that we have 
already spent $2,173.78 for high school tuition and the 
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winter term bills of Methuen and Pinkerton are not yet 
paid. It will be necessary to ask for $2,500 to meet the 
bills for the coming year. If the legislature passes the bill 
which is now before it, towns will be obliged to pay, not. 
$40 as now, but $55. The rebate we now receive from the 
state is 20 cents on the dollar. 

This winter the Salem Federal Council of Churches voted 
to finance a night school at Number 8. The primary object 
being to offer help to those adults wanting to become 
citizens. Courses were also opened for women in sewing 
and English, taught by the regular teachers of the school, 
who generously volunteered their services. Miss Helen 
MeAllister, a professional dressmaker, became interested in 
the work and her services were greatly appreciated. Over- 
sight of the work was effected by your superintendent, 
- aided by other members of the Federal Council. 

The Parent-Teachers’ Association voted $35 to equip a 
branch of our manual training and household arts depart- 
ments at North Salem. The equipment here accommo- 
dates the pupils from Number 3, Number 4, and Number 
10 schools. Miss Palmer has done excellent and practical 
work, supervised by Miss Fisk in manual training and by 
Miss Tuttle in cooking and sewing. Among other projects 
the boys have planed, sandpapered, and are now engaged 
in varnishing, the desks which were carved and scratched. 
They have done the work with enthusiasm and a saving to 
the district. I invite the citizens to inspect their work. 
The work of the girls has been as well done. Miss Palmer’s 
own report follows. 

I recommend the establishment of another branch of this 
work at Number 8, to better accommodate the pupils at 
the south end of the district. We are fortunate in having 
a room there ample for the installation and two teachers in 
the building. With three centers well equipped and car- 
fare paid for those few pupils who would be better accom- 
modated thereby, the work could be carried on with less 
loss of time by the pupils. Details regarding the work of 
this department will be found in the special reports of the 
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teachers. The net cost to the district this fiscal year has 
been $266.56 including the cost of teaching, and about $50 
for new equipment. 

Under the auspices of the Woman’s Club some of the 
younger children of the villages had home flower gardens. 
In the schools large numbers of seeds were tested during 
the spring term. Some schools made use of their school 
gardens for experimental purposes but most of the garden- 
ing was done through the Corn, Potato and Vegetable 
Garden Clubs, under the auspices of the State College and 
the direct supervision of Mr. Carlisle. Sewing and Canning 
Clubs were carried on under the same auspices and super- - 
vised by Miss Sanborn and Miss Hazard. Sufficient to say 
that the town of Salem, through the combined clubs, carried 
off more prizes at the National Dairy Show at Springfield 
than any other town in the state. As a practical proposi- 
tion, one boy, under twelve years of age, raised potatoes, 
which, had they been sold from the field for $1.50 a bushel, 

- would have yielded him a net profit of $20. Another boy, 
under fifteen years of age, sold sweet corn enough to net 
him a profit of $25. Did any other boy, who worked all 
summer in the mills, or at Canobie Lake Park, make any 

better showing? Parents should urge their boys and girls 
to enter this work, not for the prizes, but as a business and 
health proposition. 

The general work of the schools has been satisfactory. 
All of our teachers have special training for the work and 
our one-room schools are not behind those of the villages. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the Board 
for hearty support, the parents and pupils for co-operation 
and good-will, which are so helpful, and the teachers for 
splendid loyalty and good work.

REPORT OF MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT. 


In the manual training department this year, the work 
has been of a very practical nature. Owing to the increase 
in numbers it became necessary to provide accommodations 
in the basement... The work of preparing the room was 
done largely by the boys. Sills were placed, the floor laid, 
studding put up and a partition of matched finish made. 
The classes have also made their lockers for small parts of 
projects. 

Other articles finished or in the process of construction 
are coat hangers, coat racks, desk sets, unbrella stands, sled, 
skiis, foot stools, nail boxes, plant stand, tabourets, knife 
and fork tray, bread board, brush holder, toy yacht, ete. 

Simple working drawings are being made by the eighth 
grade. The practical drill in fractional parts as they draw 
to scale is of much benefit. 

The attendance at class has been very good, the boys 


from the schools outside the Depot coming through the | 


most inclement weather, thus showing their deep interest.

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REPORT OF DOMESTIC ARTS AND MANUAL 
TRAINING TAUGHT AT NUMBER 4 
SCHOOL, NORTH SALEM. 


Number 4 school having been partially equipped for 
manual training and domestic arts, the classes met for 
their first lesson on October 13. The classes consist of the 
seventh and eighth grade pupils of schools Numbers 3, 4, 
and 10. At present there are four in each class. The boys 
work with their tools in one part of the room while the 
girls cook in another part of the room. 

Following is a list of the foods prepared by the girls i in 
the domestic arts class: canned tomatoes, one egg cake, 
filled cookies, apple sauce cake, graham muffins, apple pie, 


- tomato soup, chocolate drop cakes, Scotch fancies, oatmeal 


cookies, gingerbread, macaroni and tomatoes, scalloped 
potatoes, steamed peach pudding with sauce, and baking 
powder biscuit. 

Judging by the interest manifested and results obtained 
by the class in domestic arts during the short time this 
course has been taught, it is quite evident that much good 
will result from the same. 

In the manual training class the proper use of the various 
tools has been taught; also a few articles, such as sand 
blocks, boxes, etc., have been constructed by the pupils. 
There has not been as much accomplished along these lines 
as planned, owing to the fact that the pupils have utilized 
much of their time in repairing, planing, and _varnishing 
the desks in the schoolroom. It has been estimated that 
this work would have cost the town $8 to $10 had it been 
done by a carpenter. Much interest has been shown in this 
class also, and good results are expected from the course.

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REPORT OF DOMESTIC ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the domestic science department this year 
in cooking has been chiefly the study of foods, their neces- 
sary proportions and the manner of cooking them. The 
following methods have been taken up: 

At the beginning of the year the various processes of 
preserving were introduced, while the fruits were still in 
season. Pears, peaches and crab apples were canned as well 
as some vegetables. 

One basket of peaches was donated by Mr. William 
Turner. 

The next principle was that of quick-bread making such 
as Twin Mountain muffins, oatmeal biscuit, cheese biscuit, 
nutbread and sultana rolls. 

The preparation of materials and making of soups was 
taken up here. 

In November two luncheons were served, one for the 
teachers and the other for the mothers of the children taking 
the course. 

Inexpensive and nutritious breakfast foods were prepared 
next—cereals, golden corn cake and creamed codfish. 
Salmon croquettes and French fried potatoes have brought 
out the process of deep-fat frying. 

A keen interest has been shown throughout the year by 
the pupils at the Depot as well as those from the outside 
schools. A great deal of enthusiasm has also been shown 
in the sewing class and the results in most cases have been 
very encouraging. The stimulated interest is due to the 
fact that the children are working upon articles which 
they themselves can wear. 

Knitting was first taken up with such projects as scarfs, 
sweaters, caps and slippers. At Christmas time various 
suggestions for gifts were carried out. At present the use 
of the sewing machine is furnishing an interesting problem. 
Beside the above, the following articles have been made: 
night-gowns, under-garments, kimonos and aprons.
